Bags Present Problem 


Food-Poisoning Possible In Lunches 


When kids com e hom e from school 
with sym ptom s that resem ble the flu, 
the tendency is to dism iss it as “ just a 
bug that s going around.” But the bug 
that has been caught m ight very well 
be food poisoning, and mom might 
have sent the bug to school in that 
innocent brown bag lunch. 
The key to packing a safe lunch 
from home is, very sim ply, good 
sensible sanitation, personal hygiene 
and sound food care. Following a few 
sim ple, easy precautions now could 
save a lot of uncom fortable feelings 
later. 
First, cook food thoroughly. If it’s 
m eant to be hot, keep it hot; and if it’s 
m eant to be cool, keep it cool. Bac­ 
teria thrive between 45 degrees and 
115 degrees. 
The fam iliar vacuum bottle is a 
good way to keep certain kinds of food 
hot or cold. There are several other 
ways to keep food cold. Ideally, a child 
should put his lunch in a refrigerator, 
but this is usually not possible at 
school. If not, use a freezer gel device 
or m ake one by cleaning out a plastic 
m argarine tub, filling it with w ater 
and freezing it. Put it in the lunchbag 
to keep the lunch cold until it is ready 
to eat. 
Or, you m ight try freezing certain 
types of sandwiches, though there will 


be som e loss of quality. Frozen sand­ 
wiches thaw in tim e for lunch and also 
help keep the rest of the lunch cool 
until then. 
One other thing to rem em ber— 
letting a lunch sit in a w arm place 
(such as on the top of a radiator) lets 
bacteria grow at will. The longer it 
sits, the g reater the potential for 
problem s. 
Secondly, when preparing lunches, 
keep utensils, countertops and hands 
clean. Wash them thoroughly with 
soap and hot w ater. If you have cuts or 
sores, use rubber gloves. Also, wash 
vacuum bottles and rinse in boiling 
w ater after each use. Use tongs or a 
fork to place m eat, poultry or cheese 
in the sandwich since fingers spread 
bacteria. 
Canned m eat and poultry products, 
opened and eaten im m ediately, are a 
good bet for a brown bag lunch if the 
cans are sealed and not bulged or 
dented. Dry m eats or fully cooked 
products like bologna and franks also 
keep well. Frozen chicken and turkey 
is good too. V irtually any m eat or 
poultry product can be used if it s 
cooked and handled properly. 
If soups, stews and chili products 
are boiling hot when poured into a 
sterile vacuum bottle, there shouldn’t 
be any problem with using them 


Salmonella bacteria, for exam ple, are 
killed by exposure to 155 degrees 
well below the boiling tem perature of 
212 degrees 


Lunch boxes, especially insulated 
ones, hold the cold m uch better than 
paper bags. Plus, a box is easy to keep 
clean and sanitary 
If the fam iliar 
brown bags are used, however, buy 
them specifically for lunches and use 
them once Don’t use bags in which 
you bring home leftover lunches, 
groceries or other item s 
Without thorough m edical tests, it is 
impossible to know if food poisoning is 
the problem in the first place. But if a 
child has severe headache, diarrhea, 
vomiting, 
abdom inal 
cram ps and 
fever after eating, there s a pretty 
good chance that the culprit might be 
food poisoning 


Because the sym ptom s are sim ilar, 
flu and food poisoning are often 
m istak e n for each 
o th e r 
Food 
poisoning is rarely fatal, but m ay 
affect infants and elderly persons 
severely 
lf your child gets sick with the 
sym ptom s described above, ask your 
doctor about the possibility of food 
poisoning 
The im portant thing to 
rem em ber is—why 
take chances0 
You can prevent food poisoning

More and m ore Am ericans are becoming food-conscious in this age of 
nutrition labelling laws, growing concern for m alnutrition in America and a 
general interest in adequate nutrition for active minds and bodies 
New’ federal legislation has reinforced the need for nutrition education in 
A m erica’s educational program s and soon several pilot states will im plement 
projects in nutrition education Congress will also be taking a look at com ­ 
prehensive nutrition education tied directly into the nation’s learning 
laboratories and school lunch program s. 
Reaching the nation’s youth with good inform ation and m aterials on the 
im portance of nutrition may be an answ er to m alnutrition in A m erica School 
food service program s are already im plem enting various nutrition projects 
around the country and National School Lunch Week is not an exception 
During the National School Lunch Week this week, students across the 
country will be deluged with inform ation on good nutrition built around the 
them e, "You Are What You E a t.” The lunch students eat at school furnishes at 
least one-third or m ore of the Recom m ended D ietary Allowances of the 
nutrients boys and girls need each day. 
A well-nourished student functions better than a poorly-nourished one The 
food they eat each day makes a difference in the way they look. the way they 
feel and how well they grow and learn. 


Breakfast 
In today’s society w here m others often go to work before their child leaves 
for school in the m orning, the first well-balanced m eal he will receive after 18 
hours is the school lunch. It is this food that is eaten which builds bodies and 
m aintains health. These foods include choices from all of the food groups of the 
Daily Food Guide plus a specified am ount of butter or fortified m argarine 
R esearchers have found that when breakfast w as om itted, students took 
longer to m ake decisions, were less steady and their work output decreased 
This study alone indicates that breakfast is a very im portant meal If a child 
does not eat an adequate breakfast, he will then be unable to adequately apply 
him self during the whole school day. 
Different foods provide different nutrients needed by the body It is a com ­ 
bination of these nutrients that are needed for good health and norm al growth 
No one food contains all the nutrients in the am ounts needed by the body, 
therefore, this wide selection of foods together which supply the nutrients 
needed is very im portant to follow. The school lunch includes foods which 
supply these needed nutrients and energy for young growing bodies 


Meat 
Two or m ore servings are recom m ended of m eat or m eat alternates each 
day School lunch can provide one of these servings The m eat group con 
tribute's about 45 percent of the protein in the diet as well as 35 percent of the 
iron and 40 percent of the niacin Meat also contains Vitamin A. thiam in and 
riboflavin plus other nutrients. 
Meat alternates such as eggs, cheese, peas, beans or peanut butter, m ay 
contain somewhat less per average serv ing or protein than m eat These item s 
are usually consum ed in combination with cereal protein, cereal and milk or 
eggs, and therefore the combined protein values will approach that of the meat 
and cost less 


V egetables 
Four or more servings of vegetables are recom m ended daily School lunch 
often provides one of these servings Vegetables are an im portant source of 
vitam ins and m inerals Some vegetables supply Vitamin C, Vitam in A and iron 
Others are supplem entary sources of niacin, riboflavin and thiam in 
(iood sources of Vitamin C include the dark green leafy vegetables such as 
kale, spinach and collard greens The body needs Vitamin C to help bind cells 
together, to help produce strong teeth, to keep gum s healthy, to prom ote the 
healing of wounds and cuts and to resist body infections 
Dark green leafy vegetables and deep yellow or orange vegetables such as 
carrots, sweet potatoes and winter squash are good sources of carotene which 
the body can convert into Vitamin A. which helps keep skin healthy, prom otes 
growth and developm ent, protects us from not being able to see well at night 
and helps the body resist infections 
Iron. another im portant nutrient, is also found in dark green leafy vegetables 
such as kale, spinach, broccoli and collard greens Iron com bines with protein 
to m ake hemoglobin, the red substance in blood that carries oxygen from the 
lungs to the cells A lack of iron can cause iron-deficiency anem ia 
Vegetables are also good sources of w ater foe the diet 
They provide 
necessary bulk which aids indigestion and elim ination One im portant plus is 
that most vegetables are low in calories 
Fruit 
Pour or m ore servings of fruit are recom m ended daily The school lunch 
provides part of one serving Fruits a re an im portant source of Vitam in C 
i ascorbic acid ). Citrus fruits eaten chiefly for ascorbic acid include gradefruit, 
grapefruit juice, oranges and orange juice 


other good or excellent sources of Vitam in C are cantaloupes, raw 
straw berries and several tropical fruits Vitamin ( ’ is known to be of great 
im portance in many intra cellualar chem ical reactions The most im portant 
role of ascorbic acid is in forming and m aintaining collagen, a substance that 
binds living cells together 
Collagen holds the cells in proper relation to each other and to the body fluids 
that surround them II collagen is weak in the wall of the sm all blood vessels, 
hem orrhages may occur Ascorbic acid has long been regarded as the factor in 
hastening recovery (rom cuts and wounds and healing of surgery

Bananas and pineapples are slightly better sources than the fruits just nam ed 
l>ut are definitely of l«-ss value than citrus fruits, straw berries and cantaloupes. 
When they a re plentiful and cheap, they provide practical sources of Vitamin C. 
Many fruits also contribute Vitam in A to our diets These include apricots, 
cantaloupes, prunes, cherries, nectarines and tom atoes 
Cereals and Milk 
Four servings of enriched or whole grained cereal pnxiucts are recom ­ 
mended daily and school lunch p ro v id e one of these servings These products 
contribute to the day s intake of thiam in, riboflavin, niacin and iron Whoie- 
gram cereals and bread provide the necessary bulk which aid in digestion and 
elimination 
Four or m ore cups of milk are recom m ended daily for teenagers Milk 
provides most of the calcium and riboflavin, som e protein and Vitamin A, 
V itam in I) < if fortified), phosphorus and other nutrients in the daily diet. 
Calcium is needed during growth and throughout adult life since there is a 
constant rem odeling and reshaping of the bones Calcium also plays a role in 
bl (xxi clotting, and rthe regulation of the perm eability of the cell m em brane 
which controls the uptake of nutrients by the cell.

One of the fastest selling items on the market today is the 
fire warning devices for homes 
Have you heard about 
them? 
Two types of fire warning devices are being sold One type 
is sensitive to smoke and makes a loud noise when a certain 
amount of smoke enters the room. The other type is sensitive 
to heat and sounds a warning when temperature in the room 
reaches a certain level. 
Many fire specialists recommend the smoke alarm ever 
the heat alarm In burning homes, many people are over­ 
come by smoke before the blaze reaches them A smoke 
alarm could possibly warn you of danger before being 
overcome and allow time to get out of the building The 
Federal Housing Administration is now requiring smoke 
alarms in all new homes insured by them 
Two types of smoke detectors are available One type 
operates on a battery while the other must be wired into the 
electrical system of the house. The battery-type is more 
expensive to purchase but may be installed without the 
services of an electrician These models have a price range 
from $28 to $40. 
Some electric models are made to plug into regular wall 
outlets. This will save wiring costs if you have a wall outlet 
near where the smoke detector is to be installed 
The battery type is easier to install and can be placed 
almost anywhere in the home. It’s disadvantage is that you 
need to check the battery periodically to see that it is not 
depleted Some brands are made with a test button. By- 
pressing this button, vou can determine the condition of the 
battery. The test button adds about $5 to their cost 
Large houses should have two or three smoke detectors 
located in different areas. Two-story homes should have at 
least one on each floor It is very important to have one 
located in or near bedrooms for protection while you sleep
